Actually, most people will buy less | 
because they will want to use some j 
of the same coupons for butter, lard, 
cheese or canned 
fish. They 
will 
have 16 points to spend per week 
at an average coupon cost of 8

A typical budged probably will be, 
per person, two pounds of m eat plus 
perhaps a quarter pound of butter 
and a quarter pound of cheese.

OPA said the "rations are rela­ 
tively more liberal than the rations 
for processed foods," but the impact I 
will vary sharply In each family. 
Families that have liked and been j 
able to afford to eat a lot of meat 
may find their rations only a frac­ 
tion of their customary purchases, 
but in some of the poorest classes, 
the ration may exceed what fam ­ 
ilies may be able to afford.

The new point values were unveil­ 
ed to the press by OPA with charts, 
tables, volumes of explanatory m at­ 
ter and quiz sessions. 
Tile new plan goes into effect at 
12:01 a. in. Monday. 
During the first week. each person 
m ust use the red A stamps in his 
Number 2 ration book (the one in 
which blue stam ps are used for can­ 
ned goods i to buy m eat except poul­ 
try and game, edible fats and oils, 
except olive oil and salad dressings, 
cheese except soft and perishable 
cheeses such as cottage cheese, and 
canned fish or shell fish. M eats are 
rationed 
whether 
fresh, 
frozen, 
cooked or cured. 
Tile following week, any left over 
A's plus tile red B stam ps may be 
used, and in the third week the left 
over A’s and B's plus the red C 
stamps. H ie same carryover is pro­ 
vided in the fourth week, but all 
four weeks' stumps expire together 
on April 30. 
Procedure after that 
rem ains to be determined. 
Babies Get 16 Points 
At least during April, this will 
cause great variance in weekly pur­ 
chases, since some people may want 
to save some of their early-m onth 
coupons for a splurge in the final 
week of April. 
However, the real purpose of this 
system of accum ulating coupons for 
the first m onth is to give a fair 
break to people in some com m unities 
where m eat or butter may be espe­ 
cially scarce in the early part of the 
month. 
rriie Red A coupons will give each 
person — even 
babies — 16 
points, 
which is the total of the 8, 5, 2 and 
I point stamps printed in red and 
marked A. 
One may then buy m eat or but­ 
ter or cheese or anything else on 
the list according to its point value 
as he desires. 
For instance, vege­ 
tarians may spend all their points 
on butter and cheese while some 
people may buy practically nothing 
but meat. 
The system is virtually 
the same as the point values for 
canned goods.
